MONTREAL AND ITS ATTRACTIONS. 


From New York, Boston, and points south 
and east, through trains over the Delaware 
and Hudson, New York Central and Canadian 
Pacific Railways arrive at the Windsor Sta- 
tion, one. block from the Windsor. Through 
train connections may also be made over the 
Canadian National-Grand Trunk System. 


Motorists from the United States take the 
King Edward Highway which starts at the 
New York State boundary line near Rouses 
Point, N. Y., being a continuation of the 
American State Road from Florida to the 
boundary line. 

The drives about Montreal, in the Moun- 
tain Park, around Mount Royal, and along 
the banks of the St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
Rivers, afford delightful views, unsurpassed 
in America. 

There is one experience which no visitor 
should miss, and that is to “shoot’’ the famous 
Lachine rapids. These rapids are formed by 
the leaping of the St. Lawrence river over 
rocky ledges as the river descends swiftly to 
the level of the Montreal harbor. 
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At Ste. Anne de Bellevue, 25 miles from 
Montreal, and reached either by boat or train, 
is the Macdonald Agricultural College, built 
and equipped at a cost of ever $5,000,000 and 
presented to McGill University. 

The most interesting of all the old French 
buildings is the Chateau de Ramezay, named 
after Claude de Ramezay, the 11th Governor 
of Montreal, who was born in France in 1657. 
The Chateau de Ramezay was built as far 
back as 1705 as a mansion for the famous 
Baron de Longueuil. 

On Sherbrooke Street, three blocks west of 
Peel Street, is one of the most beautiful build- 
ings on the Continent—the Art Gallery of the 
Art Association of Montreal. It has a splen- 
did collection of paintings and sculptures. 
Within a stone’s throw is also McGill Univer- 
sity, with its magnificent buildings and 
campus. The Redpath Museum, one of the 
University buildings, is well worth a visit.
